best subserve the interests of the whole 
state. 

The members of the commission are, 
therefore, glad to give cordial indorse- 
ment to whatever will tend to 
strengthen this movement; that The 
Constitution's automobtie endurance 
contests will have that effect, they are 
confident. 

What General Evans Says. 

“The. Constitution's contest is a 
notable movement,” General Evans 
said, ‘and one which will attract wide 
attention. I have no question that it 
will give great impetus jo the road- 
building project throughout the state. 

“Each county should work with a 
view to connecting its roads with those 
of its neighbor. The new road law 
under which we are operating Is ex- 
traordinarily favorable not only to the 
development of good roads in the coun- 
ty itself, but to the construction of 
long roads throughout the state.

To All Labor Unions to 
Control Trade Training. 


So Says Report on Industrial 
Education Submitted to the 
Manufacturers’ Convention. 
Flings Made at Gompers. 
Report Causes Clash. : 


New York, May 17.—An attack on 
“the methods of organized labor,”’ 
broke the otherwise calm routine of 
the first day’s session of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, which 
convened at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

This arraignment of certain phases 
of labor unions, including a fling at 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, was em- 
bodied in a report of the committee on' 


Ittner, of St. Louis, is chairman. 

After considerable discussion, the re- 
port was referred to a special commit- 
tee, after the convention had gone on 
record as indorsing not an attack on 
organized labor, per se, but “the meth- 
ods of labor.” 

The attitude of the delegates was 
made clear when the motion to refer 
the report to a special committee was 
made. Then Mr. Ittner arose and of- 
fered a suggestion, ‘that this commit- 
tee to which the report is to be re- 
ferred, have the power to emasculate 
anything in the report.that might ap- 
pear to the members as improper as 
ar. unfair attack upon labor.” 

Damnable Methods. 
He added that “we do not fight the 


labor organizations by themselves; we 
consider them beneficial, but we fight 
the methods of organized labor—and 
some of them are damnable.” His 
statements were followed by applause, 
and the motion was adopted. 

Before the report was made it be- 
ceme known that Frederick W. Senyer, 
of Milwaukee,.a member of the com- 
mittee, had refused to-sign it, on the 
ground that it contained unwarranted 
attacks on labor, and, further, in his 
opinion, the personal views of the 
chairman of the committee to the ex- 
clusion of other members. This con- 
troversy resulted in a decision to read 
the long document with a view to 
ascertaining its tone. Ita reference to 
the special committee followed. 

Bitter References to Gompers. 

That reference to Samuel Gompers 
to which Mr. Senyer particularly ob- 
jected, read as follows: . 

“To put organized labor in charge 
of a movement in the interest of in- 
dustrial education and trade training 
would be like putting the lamb in the 
care of the wolf, or the chicken tn the 
care of the hawk. Witness the efforts 
of Mr. Gompers and his Heutenants to 
secure class legisiation in congress, 
their attacks on the power of the 
courts to issue injunctions, and their 
proposed aniendments to the anfi-trust

Razors were again used in a hostile 
attack upon the rates of the Aldrich 
bill. The committee on finance had in- 
creased the rates On razors in common 
use from about 55 to 100 per cent ad 
valorem, and as soon as the senate took 
up the cutlery schedule today, amend- 
ments offered by Mr. Simmons Satur- 
day, cuttings these rates down, were re- 
jected. 

Big Profit on Imported, Razors. 

Senator Stone then offered amend- 
ments reducing the duties on razors 
to the rates of the Dingley Dill. 

Senator Smoot, in. opposing these 
amendments, said if the duty were 200 
per cent it would not increase the price 
to the consumer. He held up before 
the senate a razor which he said cost 
to import 44 cents, and which was sold 
for $3. z 

“Have those razors which you have 
there been sold for $3 each?’ inquired 
Mr. Stone. 

“There is no question that the dealer 
will sell them for that price,” replied 
Mr. Smoot. 

“Not after the senator's statement 
here,” said Mr. Bailey laughing. 

“Tl hope that is correct,” replied Mr. 
Smoot, “because the profit they obtain 
is enormous.” 

Mr. Smoot exhibited another razor 
case, supposed to contain a keen-edged 
blade. It was from Germany, and sold 
at retail in this country at $2.50, while 
it cost to Fmport $4.79 a dozen. 

Mr. Aldrich said the most striking 
thing to him about the razor industry 
was that a large part of the razors 
imported cost to import wholesale 10 
cents each or $1.20 a dezen. 

“Is there.anyone here who ever saw 
a razor costing anything like 10 cents?” 
inquired Mr. Aldrich. :

“A 25-cent razor is the kind the citi-

Tondon, May !18.—George Meredith. the 
English novelist, died at 3:35 this morn- 
ing. ‘ 

The immediate cause of death was 
heart faflure, following grave symptoms 
that developed early in the evening. Mr. 
Meredith’s illness bewan on Mav 15. and 
he had steadily declined since’ that 
time. So serious was his condition last 
night that the attending physician re- 


j 


mained constantly at his bedside. 

Mr. Meredith was out for his dally 
drive at his Box Hill retreat on Satur- 
day morning in a little donkey chaise. 
He seemed then to be in his’ usual 
health. A keen east wind was blowing, 
and it appears to have given him a chill. 
He returned home in a state of collapse 
with serious attacks of pain In the intes- 
tinal region. A physician was summon- 
ed and the novelist revived somewhat, 
but was unable to take nourishment. 
His daughter, Mrs. Sturgis, remained in 
constant attendance, and his son was 
‘summoned on Sunday. 

The king's physician, Sis Thomas Bar- 
low, was called into consultation, and 
it was hoped that in spite of his great 
age, the patient would rally. This hope 
was not maintained for any length of 
time, as the internal inflammation de- 
veloped rapidly. Mr. Meredith had beén 
showing signs of weakness during the 
past week, having had periods of drowsi- 
ness, followed by marked signs of de- 
bility, although he was able to take his 
accustomed daily drives.

| After an illness of several weeks, 
Judge William H. Hulsey, one of the 
most prominent citizens of Atlanta and 
a colonel of the Forty-second Georgia 
regiment, Confederate States army,

Died Yesterday.

noon at 4:10 o'clock at St. Joseph's 


infirmary. 

For the past few months Judge Hul- 
sey'’s health had been poor, and recent- 
ly he was taken to the hospital for 
skilled treatment. 
his family and intimate friends were 
aware of his critical condition, so that 
death was not unexpected. 

Funeral at Residence. 

Soon after his death the body of 
Judge Hulséy was removed to his late 
residence at 74 Forrest avenue. The 
funeral services will be conducted at 
the latter place this afternoon at 3 
o'clock. Rev. W. F. Glenn will offici- 
ate, and the interment will occur in 
Oakland cemetery. 

Judge Hulsey’s life was spent in the 
Service to his state and native city, At- 
lanta, He was 72 years of age. At the 
first ery for volunteers for the confed- 
erate cause, Judge Hulsey responded, 
Land in i861, at Camp McDonald, he 
was elected mafor of the . Forty-second 
Georgia regiment. Later, he was pro- 
moted to the position of Heutenant col- 
onel of his regiment, which he held 
with distinction until the surrender 
under General Johnston at Greensboro. 

His extremely boyish appearance 
Save him the lovable epithet, the 
“Boy Major.” Riding a black stallion. 
his figure could be seen always in the 
thickest of the fray, and, while leading 
his mén during a fierce engagement at 
Baker's creek, he was wounded. He 
participated in the battles at Tazewell, 
Tenn.; Cumberland Gap, Richmond, 
Ky.; Vicksburg, Chickamauga, Resaca, 
New Hope church, Kennesaw mountain, 
battles around Atlanta, Jonesboro, 


Kinston, N. C,. and others. 

Among his comrades were Colonel lh. 
P. Thomas, General A. J. West, Colone] 
Robert J. Henderson and the late Colo- 
nel Robert F. Maddox, Sr. 

Rebuilding of Atiagnta. 

After the war, Judge Hulsey came 
back to Atlanta, and, with other self- 
sacrificing men, helped to.Mmake the 
city again. Having prepared himself 
for the practice of law, he was elected 
solicitor general of this circuit, and 
served in that capacity for several 
terms. He was then elected mayor, and 
later served in the legislature. For 
several terms he served as ordinary of 
Fulton county, retiring from that office 
December 31, 1899. He -practiced law 
for a while after that, and then retired 
into privacy and the quietude of his 
home, though his interest in public af- 
fairs’ never dulled.

High Tribunal Denies Writs of 
Certiorari to Roads, and, 
Therefore, the Decision of 


Appeals Stands. 


Washington, MBy 17.—The supreme 
court of the United States today denied 
the applications for writs of certiorari 
in the injunction cases between the 
Alabama railroad commission and the 
| various railroads of that state involv- 
fing the constitutionality of the Ala- 
bama railroad rate law. 

The effect of the decision is against 
the bringing of the cases to this court, 
as that was the purpose of the peti- 
ition, and was, therefore adverse, to the 
| raflroads, which sought to have the 
supreme court review 
the United States court of appeals for 
the fifth circuit which refused to af- 
firm a judgment of the circuit court 
for the southern district of Alabama, 
holding the law to be confiscatory. 

Trial of New Rates. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —The effect of the refusal of the 
Supreme court of the United States to 
assume jurisdiction of the Alabama 
rate cases, as noted in press dis- 
patches, will be to put the rates and 
regulations of the last session of the 
legislature into effect with the arrival] 
of the mandate of the circuit court of 
appeals here. However, the rail lines 
will ask the circuit court for a stay 
of thirty days while the new tariffs 
aré being framed up. 

The roads will be forced now to 
give the rates a_ test. They claim 
this can be done in six ‘to ten weeks 
while the state insists that much 
more time should be given.

Complying with instructions issued 
Saturday by E. A. Ball, second vice 
president of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen, the 
members of that organization on the 
Georgia railroad and ‘on the joint 
terminal trackage last night at 9 
o'clock severed their connection with 
those two employing corporations. 

But during hours of the night the 
strike produced no appreciable or ap- 
parent change in the situation. The 
engines on the joint terminals track- 


age and the trains on the Georgia 
moved along as has been their wont 
since the rails were laid. 

It was a brotherhood engineer who 
handled the locomotives, but that en- 
gineer had on his machine a fireman 
who was not a B. L. F. and EB. At 
no time was there any delay or ttfe-up 
of the locomotives in the yards, 
neither was there any hesitancy or 
halt in moving the trains on the main 
pline.

It seems proper to Publish such a 
Supplemental statement now, in order 
that you may clearly understand the 
movement Of the firemen, under the 
direction of Vice President Ball, whom 
they have made their spokesman. 

Vice President Ball Came to time 
south, presumably from Toronto, Can- 
ada, where he lives, some weeks ago, 
and about the same time the firemen 
of the Georgia railroad formulated and 
submitted to the officials of the Geor- 
gia railroad an agreenient to take the 
place of the existing agreement. and 
called On me to discuss it with them. 


What Agreement Will Do. 


At this interview I pointed out to 
them that the following clauses of 
their proposed agreement presented in- 
surmountable difficulties: 

“All firemen who are hired will be 
placed in freight or yard service, and 
the oldest white firemen will stand first 
for passengwer.engines or rdns. 

“Passenger, through, local freight 
and yard engines, wil] not be blocked 
by non-promotable men,” because the 
adoption of such stipulations would 
utterly and completely destroy the rea- 
sonable rights of seniority in runs 
which had been acquired by negro fire- 
men by long service, and who haq been 
found worthy of promotion simply as 
firemen by reason of their efficiency 
and faithfulness. 

At an interview with Vice President 
Ball, subsequently, he undertook to in- 
struct me, whose life has been spent 
in the south, among the southern peo- 
ple, with every opportunity to observe 
their bearing and their temper toward 
the negro engaged \in industrial and 
agricultural pursuits, both during 
slavery and since, that the sentiment 
of the southern people Was opposed to’ 
the practice of the Georgia railroad, as 
herein described, of allowing negro 
firemen to acquire the character of 
seniority described, the benefits of 
which were confined strictly to their 
employment as firemen. I denied his 
proposition, believing that a Canadian 
who only had a brief opportunity of 


solely and simply for the “purpose of 
ultimately attaining that position that 
he endures the hard work of a fireman. 
To the realization of this aspiration no 
arrangement or practice of the Geor- 
sia as to its negro firemen does now 
or ever has or ever will oppose the 
slightest obstacle. A negro firemans 
seniority neither brings him any nearer 
the position of engineer, nor puts the 
white fireman any further away from 
it. His (the negro’s) seniority, coupled 
with long and faithful service, gives 
him promotion in the form of a better 
run, as fireman. This is the only re- 
ward he can have for long and faithful 
service. It is but justice and encour- 
agement to him, and is not efther in- 
justice or discouragement to the white 
fireman. 

® It is so clear that the white fire- 
men of the Georgia railroad have no 
grievance in this matter and that thetfr 
real ambition—which is to become en- 
gineers—is not obstructed’ in the 
slightest degree by the practice, of 
which they complain, that the conclu- 
sion is irresistible that they are being 
used by a party unacquainted with and 
alien to our industrial situation, to 
start an agitation to drive the negro 
altogether out of railroad service. 


Purely Political Motive. 


4. That Mr. Ball of Canada’s exposi- 
tion of the suffrage amendment to the 
state constituttion is erroneous—the 
scope of that amendment being purely 
political and not intended to disturb 
industriaf relations of the whites and 
the negroes. 

I leave vou to judge whether or not 
the movement to stir up industrial race 
strife for which I at least hold Mr. 
Ball, of Canada, to be chiefly responsi- 
ble, if successful, will not mean an end 
of industrial freedom for. the negro, 
which has ever been the south’s proud 
and rightful boast in other pursuits.

Savannah, Ga., May 17.—(Special!l.)— 
The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States will 
be held in the First’ Presbyterian 
church in this city from May 20 to 
May 29, inclusive. In connection with 
this meeting will be held the quadra- 
centennial celebration of the birtli of 
John Calvin, the founder of the Pres- 
Dyterian church. The joint assemblies 
will bring to Savannah something like 
three hundred delegates. They will 
come not alone from many’points fn 
the United States, but from foreign 
countries. 

The people of Savannah, irrespective 
of their religious beliefs, have made 
excellent preparations for the enter- 
tainment of the visitors during their 
Stay in Savannah. Huftdreds of homes 
will be opened to receive the delegates, 
and, as the railroads have made cheap 
rates for the occasion, it is believed 
that the attendance will be larger 
than that upon any church convention 
helgq here for several] years. 

High Court of the Church. 

The genera! assembly is the highest 
court in the Presbyterian church, and 
brings together something like 250 or 
300 of the ablest ministers and most 
prominent laymen in the south a§ its 
delegates. In addition to the delegates, 
there are usually a large number who 
attend the assembDlv as visitors. This 
year, however, it is expected that wilt 
be a larger attendance than usual, be- 
cause of the observance of the birth 
of the great Protestant leader. Much 
of the time of the convention will be 
taken up with the discussion of the 
subject of missions and the raising of 
a million-dollar mission fund during 
the coming vear. The unofficial con- 
gress of Presbyterian laymen recently 
held at Birmingham, Ala., which made 
this work a feature of their meeting, 
has greatly stimulated the efforts of 
the Presbyterians along this line.

PEACHTREE ROAD 
WILL BE OILED 


Contract Let | and Work 
Will Be Done Next Week 


Road Oil 
Will Be Put on Mile of Chert 
Road From Fifteenth Street 
to Brookwood—dAn Individ- 


ual Enterprise. 


A contract has been let for oiling a 
mile ef Peachtree road from Fifteenth 
street, where the bitulithic pavement 
ends, to Brookwood. 

The arrangement was made between 
a nutnber of prominent citizens whose 
homes are on this portion of Peachtree 
road, which is paved with chert, and 
a representative of the Standard Oil 
Company. 

It will require 10,000 galions of 
Standard asphalt road oil to properly 
prepare this mile of road, and the cost 
will be between $500 and $600. 

Experts state that this will keep the 
road free from dust for at least six 
months, through the summer season, 
and probably much longer. 
| In communities where oil is common- 
ly used the present plan is to oil the 
road once a year. This does away with 
the necessity for watering to lay the 
dust, and at an expense considerably 
smaller than the watering costs.

Indeterminate Sentence 
for Slayer of Annis. |

Flushing, N. Y.. May 17.—Captain Pe- 
ter C. Hains,-Jr., United States army, 
who was conwicted of manslaughter in 
the first degree for killing William B. 
Annis at the Bayside Yacht Club last 
August was sentenced today by Jus- 
tice Garreteon in the supreme court to’ 
an indeterminate sentence of not less 
than eight years nor more than sixteen 
years at hard labor in astate’s prison. 

John F. Melntyre, counsel for the de- 
fendant, made a motion for a new trieL 
Justice Garretson denied this motion, 
and declined to consider e motion in re- 
gard to the jurisdiction. The court 
clerk then instructed Captain Hains 
to come to the bar and proceeded to ask 
him the questions usually put to @ man 
about to be sentenced. 

Hains Did Not Understand. 

The prisoner seemed to have some aif- 
ficulty in understanding the questions. 
Lawyers McIntyre and Young, of the 
defense, stood on either side of Cap- 
tains Hains and assisted him in an- 
swering the questions of the court clerk. 
In passing sentence Justice Garretson 
said he was not aware that any errors 
of law had been committed during the 
trial. Referring to the nature of the 
case the court said that Captain Hains 
had been indicted for murder in the first 
degree, the severest crime against s0o- 
clety, and although there had been 4 
great deal of sympathy injected into 
the case, the law did not allow a man 
to punish another for wrong he had sutf- 
fered or wreak vengeance on the man 
who had wronged him. 

After Justice Garretson had 
the sentence Captain Hains sat 
and dropped his head on the table before 
him. He seemed overcome with emo- 
tion for a few moments, but soon re- 
covered himself and sat upright, star- 
ing at the court. 

General Hains, the defendant's father, 
and Major John Hains, who were in 
court. displayed much emotion. Immedi- 
ately after sentence the prisoner's law- 
yers asked for a stay of sentence for a 
few days in order to take an appeal. 
Justice Garretson said the case would 
take the usual course, and gave the de- 
fense twenty-four hours in which to file 
an appeal. He then remanded Captain 
Hains to the custody of the sheriff. 

After Captain Hains had been taken 
back to Queens county jail, Mr. Mcin- 
tvre, his counsel, said he had not de- 
cided whether to appeal the case. « He 
said he would go to the United States 
court and endeavor to obtain a writ 
of habeas corpus on the groumd that 
Captain Hains’ conviction was uncon- 
stitutional.

MURDER CHARGE. 
AGAINST BUR 


Mother’s Death. 


Coroner’s Jury Orders George 
Burge Held for Murder, and 
G. W. McCravey, Wife and 
Daughter Held Under Bond 
as Witnesses in‘ Case. 


The coroner’s jury which met yes- 
terday on the Howell Mill road at the 
residence of Mrs. Lovey May Burge, 35 
years of age, killed shortly after mid- 
night yesterday morning by a man 
supposed to be her husband, George 
Burge, a painter, while she slept in 
bed, recommended that Burge be held 
for the murder and that - his cousin, G. 
W. McCravey, 35 years of age, and the 
latter’s wife and little daughter, Mrs. 
Leola McCra@jvey, aged 27 years, and 
Lillie May McCravey, 11 years of age, 
be held as witnesses. 

Damaging evidence was offered at 
the inquest by Lieutenant Dunbar, of 
the county force, who caught Burge in 
bed at the,-McCravey boarding house, 
Quite @ distance from the residence of 
Mrs. Burge. This evidence was in the 
mature of a bloody shirt, which it is 
alleged belongs to Burge and which 
was found on the place. Burge was 
not asleep when the officers arrived. 
Bloodhounds put on the trail went in 
the direction of the McCravey home. 

Lillie May Britton, !2 years of age, 
who was asleep in her step-mother’s 
room at the time of the tragedy, said 
she was awakened by the screams of 
her mother and gaw her father and 
mother engage in a struggle, in which 
the latter received her death wounds 
and fell down at the foot of the bed. 
She said her brother, Frank Britton, 
was then attacked and knocked his 
step-father down and chased him out 
of the house, after he had received a 
couple of stabs. She said she )eard 
someone in the yard call out, “Come 
on, George, you've killed the whole 
family.” 

lAllie Britton, gixter of Frank, swore 
that Lillie May McCravey told her 
yesterday before the inquest that 
Burge left their house Sunday night 
about midnight and that her father 
got up about 1 o'clock and let him in. 
The McCravey girl denied this, stat- 
ing that her father came home about 8 
o'clock. She said her mother had told 
her to say ‘‘no” to all questions. This 
the mother denied. 

Burge's cousin, McCravey, testified 
that Burge came to his house shortly 
after 8 o'clock g¢nd went to bed after 
reading a while. 

An important witness for the prose- 
cution was Frank Britton, 16 years of 
age, who stated that he awoke on 
feeling a stifiging sensation on his 
neck and that he saw his step-father 
advancing on him with a kntfe. He 
said he hit Burge a lick in the breast, 
knocked him over a “soap box and 
seizing a hatchet, chased him out of 
the house. “Fearing trouble,” said 
Britton, “mother and I placed her bea 
against the door through: which, I 
think, Mr. Burge must have come. He 
had threatened her life before. Only 
before we saw somebody 
stalking about the railroad yards at 
the front of the house, but the person 
went away without getting in.” 

Trouble Between Man and Wife. 

At.the inquest it was brought out 
that Burge and his wife, who was un- 
til two years ago Mrs. Britton, had 
had considerable troubie, since he is 
alleged to have beaten her, under 
which charge he was arrested and de- 
tained in the jail. Subsequently Mrs. 
Burge had her husband placed under 
bond to keep the peace and forbade 
him to enter her house.

- CONGRESS OF MOTHERS 


That the child's 
the teacher to do, was one of the time- 
ly suggestions made by Professor Wil- 
liam F. Slaton in an able address made 
at the city division of the Mothers’ Con- 
gress, held tn the Methodist chureh yes- 
terday afternoon. 

That the physical welfare of the child 
be more intelligently taken tn hand and 
that no child be permitted to partake of 
alcoholic rink, tea, coffee or coca-cola 
were among the practical suggestions 
made by Dr. Alexander S. &tirling, in a 
scholarly address. 

That there be a closer study by the in- 
dividual mother ef her own child and 
then a closer relation between the moth- 
er and the teacher were among the wise 
admonitions of Miss Celeste Parrish, 
of the Peabody Practice school, Athens, 
when she spoke. 

The meeting was presided over by Mrs. 
James R. Little, of the Atlanta Con- 
gress of Mothers, and the specific pur- 


pose of the meeting was to plan the or-. 


ganization of mothers’ clubs to help the 
public schools of the city. 

Professor Slaton was the first speaker, 
and he heartily commended the move- 
ment, out of Which he prophesied there 
would grow e more complete and cordial 
understanding between parent and 
teacher. The teachers represented one 
great ferce, the parents another, both 
working for the same end—the child—and 
unless both forces worked together har- 
moniously, the child was the sufferer. 

e stressed the fact that all educa- 
tion must have as its basic principle the 
building up of character, and that the 
teacher assumed her task in this build- 
ing seven years after the work of the 
mother had begun, and that unless the 
primary work had been efficiently done, 
the most superior teacher was at a dis- 
advantage with that particular child. 

He emphasized the fact also that the 
mother’s obligation increased rather 


than diminished, when the child began - 


its training with the teacher, for un- 
less the work of th@ school was sup- 
plemented in the home, the child’s train- 
ing was of superficial significance, 
The time and energies of the child 
should be systematized in the home.

He 
emphasized the importance of period- 
ical physical examinations for school 
children, and believed that the proposed 
Organization of mothers and teachers 
would be a great force making for a 
better development of the child. 

Miss Parrish Talks. 

Miss Parrish talked from the. stagd- 
point of the teacher, and eloquerBly 
pleaded with the mothers present to 
unite with the teachers in bringing 
about a more rational: educational sys- 
tem for the child. She did not argue 
for a revolution of the present system, 
she said, but a more rapid aah

too long, and that the present system 
did not nearly enough co-relate the 
child’s training with the more vital 
things around him. She believed that 
the knowledge which made him the 
more serviceable was that acquired 
through his ability to relate his know!l- 
edge as he acquired it to the things 
around him, and that books were me- 
diums of reference, rather than the 
principal sources from which knowledge 
was drawn.

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DULL’ DAY IN STOCKS; 
PRICE MOVEMENT SLOW 


Big Operations Seem. to Have 
Been Discontinued for 
the Present. 


New York, May |!7.—The stock mar- 
ket gave signal evidence today’ that 
the large opérations, which have caused 
the show of animation in the dealings 
for some time past, had been discon- 
tinued. The trading was dull to the 
point of lethargy, and the movement of 
prices sluggish to the point of stagna- 
tion. The -professional offering of 
larger operations showed a puzzled 
State of mind. Not much attentinntte was 
paid to news of trade and finance, the 
amount of profit-taking sales effected 
during the last week’s upward flurries 
supplying the staple of the discussion 
about the stock exchange. The infor- 
mation’ on such points that reaches the 
general public is likely to be designedly 
distorted, but the motive for mistead- 
ing is less in force when past~-~ per- 
formances are dealt with, rather than 
future intentions. For this reason, 
some credence was given to reports of 
individual accounts having liquidated 
last week running to very large 
amounts. The cheerful sentiments pro- 
fessed by those supposed to he near to 
the leaders of the late speculative cam- 
paign were unaltered. The lack of buy- 
ing power was too pronounced, how- 
ever, to leave room for speculative en- 
thusiasm. Persons of authority and 
influence in finance continued to  .be 
quoted in confident opinions of the pros- 
pect for the renewal of prosperity, and 
there was a marked unanimity in look-.
